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FBA & ANC Seek 
Historic Landmark 
Designation for Circle 
Theatre 


The Foggy Bottom Association and Advisory 
Neighborhood Commission 2A on September 
10 filed a joint application with the D.C. 
Historic Preservation Review Board asking that 
the Circle Theatre be designated an historic 
landmark. 

Long a neighborhood landmark at 2105 Penn- 
sylvania Avenue, the Circle Theatre is the old- 
est operating moving picture theatre in Wash- 
ington. It is also generally acknowledged to be 
the first repertory film theatre in the city. 
Located at its present site since 1911, the orig- 
inal federal style building in which it was in- 
stalled was modified to accommodate the thea- 
tre. In 1935 the building was redesigned to hold 
700 persons in a functional and wholly un- 
adorned auditorium fronted by a decorative fa- 
cade on the south elevation that combines Art 
Deco ornamentation with a stripped classical 
vocabulary. 

The Circle Theatre is a celebrated Washing- 
ton institution: the oldest continuously oper- 
ating movie theatre in the District of Columbia, 
the first repertory film theatre in the city, the 
flagship theatre of one of the most important 
movie-theatre chains in the Washington area, 
and most of all a cultural landmark in the city’s 
incorporation of film into its arts community. 
Throughout its lifetime the Circle Theatre has 
performed pioneering work in the development 
of the movie theatre as a major cultural pre- 
sence in the Nation’s Capital. 

The FBA and ANC seek the historic land- 
mark designation for the Circle Theatre be- 
cause of their conviction that its significance to 
the development of the motion picture industry 
and to film culture in Washington merits such 
designation.

for the first time in 50 years. 

The bill follows a series of 
public hearings held by Coun- 
cilman Ray’s committee last 
spring (reported by the FBN in 
April). It is now before the 
Council as a whole, and a deci- 
sion may be forthcoming with- 
in the coming weeks. If adopt- 
ed in its current form, the bill 
could change the number and 
character of bars and restau- 
rants in our neighborhood. 

The intent of the bill, as 
stated by Councilman Ray, is 
to modernize the liquor license 
system in a way that balances 
the interests of businesses and 
residents. The current law 
makes no distinction between 
restaurants and bars and night- 
clubs, calling them all “restau- 
rants” and placing them under 
one category (Class “C” licen- 
ses). It also requires that all 
of them earn at least half of 
their receipts from the sale of 
“meals.” 

Last fall the ABC Board, 
which decides on issuing liquor 
licenses, urged a change in the 
laws. It believed the meals pro- 
vision, if enforced, could put 
hundreds of establishments out 
of business. Councilman Ray’s 
bill redefines meals as “food” 
— a broader term under which 
more establishments would qua- 
lify. It lowers the food require- 
ment from 50 to 30 percent for 
restaurants. It also creates new 
categories of licenses for 
taverns, nightclubs, and hotels, 
and exempts all of them from 
any minimum food require- 
ments. It also writes into the 
law a series of criteria by which 
a restaurant or tavern would be 
considered “appropriate” in a 
given location. Such criteria 
could be applied to an estab- 


lishment every five years, the 
bill says. 

The ANC took objection to 
Ray’s bill at its meeting of Sep- 
tember 9. In a 10-point position 
paper, it concurred with liber- 
alizing the “meals” definition, 
as proposed by Ray. But it ar- 
gued that this change alone 
would bring most establish- 
ments into compliance with the 
law and urged keeping the 50 
percent floor on food receipts 
for all DC restaurants. It also 
expressed concern over the 
creation of new license cate- 
gories and the provision that 
they not be required to serve 
food. 

The ANC moreover ‘stressed 
the need for tighter wording in 
the section on criteria for “ap- 
propriateness” to ensure that 
the interests of residents really 
are protected. And it insisted 
that appropriateness criteria be 
applicable every year, not every 
five. 

The ANC also argued that 
some of the bill’s provisions, 
such as on the procedures by 
which citizens may petition 
against an establishment, ac- 
tually would make it harder for 
residents to have a say. 

FBA President Robert Brew- 
ster, in a statement the day of 
the ANC meeting, urged that 
the subject be considered at the 
FBA’s general meeting this 
coming Monday evening. Two 
FBA Board members, Robert 
Charles and Dorothy Ohliger, 
sit on the ANC committee and 
helped draft the ANC’s report. 
James Molinelli, President of 
the West End Citizens Associa- 
tion, is also a member. 

The Council hearings are 
scheduled to take place this 
Monday and Tuesday. Interest-

ed parties will be able to submit 
testimony, including written 
comments, both then and in 
the days to follow. Neighbor- 
hood groups will also be coor- 
dinating with each other and 
with City Council members to 
come up with a solution that 
reflects the broadest possible 
community interests.
